Salary of the Secretary of 


State Is Reduced 


1 WRANGLE OVER MEASURE 


First Vote on It Falls Considerably 


Below Two-Thirds Requirement, but 


Senator's Disability Is Removed by 


Ingenious 
Application 
of 
Parlia- 


mentary Process—Opponents See a 


Conspiracy to Violate Constitution 


"Washington, Feb. 16.—By a vote of 


173 to 117, the house passed the bill 
removing Senator Knox's 
disability 


for the office of secretory o£ state. 
This was the second vote of the day 
on this measure, and the two were 
separated only by about two hours' 
time. 
Te bill reduces the salary of 


the secretary of state. 


The first vote v,-as taken on the bill 


under general order for the suspen- 
sion ol! the rules, and under that or- 
der, according to the rules 
of 
the 


house, a bill must receive a two- 
thirds majority to insure its passage. 
The first vote stood 179 to 123, the 
majority thus falling considerably be- 
low the two-thirds requirement. 


Immedfately after this result was 


announced the house committee on 
rules held a meeting, -which resulted 
In Mr. Dalzell's bringing in a rule 
making it in order 
for the 
house 


again to take up the bill and act upon 
It under conditions requiring only a 
majority vote to pass it. 


The opponents of the measure did 


not cease their antagonism which, on 
the previous consideration, was pro- 
ductive of a number of sharp criti- 
cisms, but immediately demanded a 
rollcall on the previous question on 
the adoption of the rule. -This call 
consumed twenty-five mjnutes and af- 
ter the rule had been adopted the de- 
bate was resumed. 


Mr. Olmsted (Pa.) contended tha.t 


the bill did not accomplish nn eva- 
sion of the constitution. 
Among sev- 


eral other precedents Olmsted cited 
the case of Senator Morrill, who was 
appointed secretary of the treasury. 


In the opinion, 
of 
Mr. 
Williams 


(Miss.), who opposed the bill, that 
xvas the only reputable authority al- 
luded to. 
Morrill, he said, was con- 


firmed by senatorial courtesy which, 
he said, "overrides all bars, consti- 
tutional and otherwise." The bill, he 
declared, was "a clear, plain, pal- 
pable, obvious and manifest case of a 
direct and expressed constitutional in- 
hibition." 


Mr. Clark (Mo.), for the second 


time during the day, took the floor in 
opposition to the bill and said that 
congress was ' making 
itself "the 


laughing stock of 
every 
intelligent 


man on the 
face 
of 
God's 
green 


earth." He referred to a famous ex- 
pression by the late Tim Campbell of 
New York, who had said "What's the 
constitution 
between 
friends," 
and 


said that if the bill under discussion 
was passed Campbell 
-would stand 


Justified as a constitutional lawyer. 


•' In speaking against the bill, 
Mr. 


•Janlfield (Mo.) declared tliat it was 
a constitutional jugglery of legislative 
avoritism. 


The debate was brought to close by 


Mr. D,e Armond (Mo.), who argued 
for the passage of the bill. 
On a yea 


and nay vote, the bill was passed, 
173 to H7. There was no demonstra- 
tion of any kind when the announce- 
ment was made.

the national tariff convention which 
began in this city today.

vention will be in session three days, 
during which all phases of the tariff 
question will receive thorough dis- 
cussion.

There are more than 201)0' delegates 


to the convention, which was called 
by the National Association of Manu- 
facturers and other large commercial 
bodies. 
According to James W. Van 


Cleave, the president of the associa- 
tion, it is "the first national gather- 
ing ever held for the express purpose 
of promoting the movement for com- 
prehensive, scientific tariff revision." 


The convention is non-partisan, and 


among the delegates are men ot all 
shades of political belief. 
The com- 


mittee in charge lias declared that its 
purpose is not the discussion of pro- 
tection, free trade or tariff revision. 
Its object is declared to be "the urg- 
ing of reform in the methods pursued 
in determining schedules, and the) dis- 
cussion of schedules themselves is for- 
eign to its purpose. 
The committee 


stands for the tariff commission plan 
and believes it is one of the greatest 
reforms in which the country can at 
this time interest itself."

dress the convention arc Representa- 
tive Charles'N. Fowler of New Jer- 
sey, Senator Norris Brown of Nebras- 
ka, Senator Owen of Oklahoma, Sena-

There were but three narrow 


exits and the panic-stricken audience 
rushed to them, many falling to be 
crushed to death, their bodies chol:- 
ir.g the way to escape to others. 


The screams of those imprisoned 


.were terrifying. 
Owing to the ra- 


jjuidity with which the fire spread and 
the Intense heat, it was impossible to 
attempt rescue work and those im- 
prisoned were literally roasted alive, 
as the fire burned with little smoke 
and few were suffocated. 


The telegraph ollice, postoffice and 


custom house were burned, but all of 
the government records and registered 
mail were saved.

erly very useful. 


An aristocrat of the hedgerows is 


the sassafras, the buds of which bavo 
recently burst into clustered posies 
of delicate greenish., yellow bloom. It 
is an American cousin of the camphor 
tree, the cinnamon and the laurel. 


Comparatively few of the uiauy to 


whom sassafras Is a household word 
know that it bears flowers. These ap- 
pear simultaneously with the first 
tender leaves, and, being of the sumo 
color with them, are apt to be over- 
looked by all but the nectar-seuUins 
bees. Yet these blossoms are amung 
the loveliest sights of our spring, con- 
tributing much to the beauty of land- 
scapes. 


The aromatic little tree was highly 


esteemed by our forefathers and serv- 
ed them numerous uses now all but 
obsolete. 
The bark was employed in 


a variety of ways in medicine: the 
pith supplied a mucilage from which 
an eye wash was made; and as for 
the wood itself it was thought to be 
so repugnant to bugs that sassafras 
bedsteads were said to be immune 
from insect pests.

How They' Supplanted the Use of 


Hempen Ropes on Warships. 


The first man who succeeeded In 


making a useful chain cable was 
Hubert riinn, and he experimented 
with it in 180S in a small ship named 
the Anne and Isabelle. of three hun- 
dred tons burden. 
His cable was 


made of very short links, with no 
stay pins or studs, says the London 
Clube, but it pcrved its purpose, and 


was, 
moreover, 
favorably 
reported 


ui-i.m by some of the progressive sea- 
men o; the time. 


At about the same perio^d a licuten- 


ant in the 11 ivy named Samuel Brown 
was also experimenting with chain 
cables made o£ twisted links, 
and 


thin, when it was duly patented, he 
brought to the notice of the Navy 
Board. After much discussion it was 
decided to give Lieut. Brown the com- 
ci.'ind of a sailing, vessel, the Penelope, 
ar.d rend him on a voyage to Marti- 
nique and Guadeloupe. 
At his own 


e\pc';ise lie was to supply chain cables 
for the ship, and they were to be ex- 
perimented with on the voyage. Dur- 
ing the tour months the ship was 
away the new cables were given a 
ihui-uugh trial, and proved quite satis- 
factory. 


V/hen Brown had made his report a 


cc.minit.;e? was appointed to advise as 
to the adoption of the chain cable in 
plare of the hempen, and as a result 
the new tackle was gradually intro- 
duced into men of war. 
Between 


1810 
and 1S11 the first chain cables 


were served out to the ships, but the 
full complement of hempen cables 
was reduced to three,, and in 1847 a 
further change was ordered, two hem- 
pen cables only ceing retained, with 
four chain cables as pricipal mooring 
tackle. 


During the Russian war the superi- 


ority oj chain cables was amply de- 
monstrated on many occasions. 
The 


vessels were exposed to the gales and 
hurricanes of the Baltic and the Black 
Sea. but whereas the men-o'-war with 
these chains were able to keep their 
moorings in the roughtst weather, 
many of the merchantmen transports 
fitted only with hempen ropes broke 
away and met with disaster. 
And so 


an ancient industry, one which in 
early days was almost a monopoly in 
Dorsetshire, was placed infinitely in 
a secondary rank. No act of parlia- 
ment-such as that o£ Hendy VIII. or 
dp.ining that "no person but the in- 
habitants only shall make cables" 
could bring back that prosperity to 
Bridport which that town had en- 
joyed in the earliest days of Eng- 
land's naval glory. A modern battle- 
ship carries four main cables and 
anchors, each costing about £1,200. 
This gives her a total of 450 fathoms 
of chain cable. 


The earliest anchors of which we 


have any record were of wood, and 
gradually, through the iron anchor ol 
one hook and the anchor in the shape 
of a rake there was evolved the an- 
chor with the straight thick shank, 
the two curving arms with flattened 
extremities and the long cross stock. 
The process of stowing one of these 
old anchors was a long and laborous 
one. It was hove close up to the cap- 
stan or windlass, a man was let down 
by rope to hook on a huge tackle, by 
which the anchor was then hoisted, 
still perpendicular, to a stout project- 
ing timber. Then the lower end Baa 
to be hoisted up horizontally by an- 
other tackle, and the whole mace 
fast.

chain is attached to it at the balanc- 
ing point and this is passed through 
a p;:iley at the head of the anchor 
davit.

Hrs;3'.:r,sibility for failure of a loco- 


motive to perform the work cut out 


I'or 
it Is easily fixed by means of a 


systexi of records. 
The superintend- 


ent of shops is responsible for all 
power cut out of service on the roa4 
and placed inside the shop grounds, 


ar.d 
this responsibility does not end 


until the locomotive is ready for ser- 
vice again. From the time that it is, 
resuly for service until it is once more 
cut out for repairs in the shop the 
master mechanic shoulders the re- 


When the locomotive is ready to 


leave the shops it is inspected jointly 
by the shop inspector, under the sup- 
erintendent of shops, and an inspector 
working under the master mechanic. 
Every workman who has any part 
whatever in the handling of the loco- 
motive is responsible to his immedi- 
ate foreman, just as the foreman is 
responsible to his superiors. 


In spite of the many intricate parts 


of a locomotive the company records 
show less than one engine failure for 
every 16,000 miles. 
An "engine fail- 


ure" is a Lklay of one minute or more 
to any train, provided it is caused by 
a failure of the machinery of the loco- 
motive. 


Each of the many locomotives of a 


big system—790 in one case—has a 
decided individuality in the eyes of 
the railroad. 
At 
headquarters 
is 


known not only the cost of original 
construction, but the cost of labor and 
materials used in repairs and the en- 
tiro expense of maintenance down to 
dale. 


The labor of every man who works 


for even an hour upon a certain en- 
gine, each mechanic recording his- 
labor upon a slip of paper Imown as 
a daily time certificate, which in turn 
is certified to by his immediate fore- 
man and forwarded to the general 
timekeeper. The records o£ the road 
enable the officials to show the exact 
cost of labor and material for each 
mile th?.t a locomotive travels, or 
each ton hauled. 


In the case of collisions or wrecks, 


Trhcre the f.iiilt is not one of defec- 
tive workmanship or material, the 
locomotive may enter the 
general 


shops for rebuilding, 'even though It 
may not have completed the mileage 
assigned to it., and no responsibility 
attaches itsolf to those on whom it 
would otherwise fall. The locomotive 
is simply repaired and is allowed to 
complete the mileage originally as- 
signed 
LO it. 


When a locomotive is brought into 


the shops for work it is first stripped 
by the men who comprise what is 
known as the stripping gang. 
This 


gang immediately takes off such parts 
of the engine as are necessary i'or the 
respective job. 


The parts to be repaired are cleaned 


in a vat and the work is then distrib- 
uted among the various employes of 
the machine and blacksmith depart- 
ments, each part when repaired to be 
returned to the erecting- side of the 
r.hcp, to he mounted again on the 
locomotive by the dale on which it ia

lather; the cleansing properties of 
soap bark which comes from the west- 
ern coast of South America — are uni- 
versally known. But this new Ireo is 
said to differ from its brethren, in. 
that its product possesses no alkaline 
qualities. 
The plant bears a fruit 


about the size of a horse chestnut, 
smooth and round. Tire color varies 
from a yellowish green to brown. Tho 
pulp Is of a dark color, and the kernel 
is oily. 
A well grown tree yields 


from fifty to two hundred pounds ol 
fruit in a. season, and by the use of 
water or alcohol, the saponaceous in- 
gredient is extracted. 
The cost of 


production is declared to be incon- 
siderable, and arrangements are be- 
ing made to manufacture this natural 
soap on a large scale.
